al] and every the Electors and Princes, Ecclefiaftical 
or Secular, Prelats, Counts, Barons, Knights; 
Efquires, Governours of Provinces, military Lea- 
ders, Bithops, Bailifs, Caftellauis, Subfticutes, Offi- 
cers, Intendants, Droffards, Burgomafters, Judges, 
Councellors, Burghers, Communities ; and-general- 
ly to allother Vaffals and Subjects of Us. and the 
Empire, of whatever Eftate, Quality, or Condition 
they be and' particularly. to: the Archbifhoprick of 
Cologne, ‘the Biocefs of Ratisbon, the Bithoprick 
of Liege, atid ‘to the Eftares of Berchtefgade, their 
Subjects, Vaffals, Friends, and Relations, wha fhail, 
read, hear read, or be inform'd of: thefe our’ Imperial 
Letters,,or Authentick Copies.of them, ifhall 
{nbmit and conform themfelves’ thereto. We offer: 
the Friendfhip and good *Will of an Uncle and: 
Coufin, Imperial Favour, Grace, and Bounty. 

Tis not neceffary to fer forth by a long Difcourfe 
the pernicious Defigns and wicked Refolutions which 
JOSEPH CLEMENT, hitherto Elector of Cologne, 
and his elder Brotkier Jate Elector and Duke of Ba- 
varia, form'd Jong fince againft our late moft graci- 
ous and ‘honoured Lord and Father, the Emperor of 
glorious Memory, and againft the Roman Empire ; 
and the unlawful AHiances they made with France, 
in order to pur thofe Defigns in Execurion. * Becaufe 
they are apparent not only from the. Writings they 
bave publifh’d, bur likewife by the Crimes of dan- 
gerous Confiquence which they have committed in 
the Sight cf the whole World. We therefore judge 
it needlefs to make a particular Deduction, refer

cipal Eftates. of the Empire, rafhly affuming the 
Name and? Title of Archchancellour in Italy, he 
took’ upofi hiiti the- Defence of that felonious Rebel 
the Duke.of Mantua, both within and withtut the 
Empite ; encouraging him in his Difobedience a- 
gainft Us, and makirg great Preparations of War 
for him in the Countries of his Dependance, deli- 
berately charging himfelf with the Crimes of others 
as well as his.own: So that after feveral fruitlefs 
Endeavours,. his laste Imperial Majefty was neceffira- 
ted to rake Atms againft him aod againft the French 
of his Faction, and among, other Places to befiege 
the Fortrefs of Keyferfwaert, which was’ happily 
reduc’d tho’ not without great Effufion of Chriftian 
Blood. Yet inftead of Repentance, he publifh’d 
many frivolous Writings, in the Stile and Manner of 
France, in which he declar’d he would accept no

after our late Lord and Father had by the Perfwa- 
fion of the Empire caus’d War to be proclaim’d a- 
gainft France, the Duke of Anjou, his Abettoss and 
Adberents, antl pafticularly againft his Brother® and 
him, he ageg declar'd by a Woiting, thac he would 
expole his Body, Life, Eftate, and Blood, rather 
chan the free Electors fhould prevail with bim 
to quit the Alliance “he had made, difmrfs-the 
French Troops, and act as a loyal Member. 
of the Empire, much lefs to follicit Peace with -the 
Empire ; bur that on the contrary, rejecting all rhe 
Offers and Advances made by his late Imperial Ma- 
jefty to engage him to a Reconciliation, he was de- 
termin’d more’ than ever to adhere inviolably to his 
Alliance with France. .He writ an Account to bis 
Brother, and the Memory is ftill freth, of the Cruel- 
ties which by means of a gteat Number of Prench 
Troops he commitied ar that Time to compel the 
City of Cologne-to ftand Neuter, by pillaging and 
burning feveral Towns and Places of the Country of 
Juliers and Bergues, and by bis hard Ufage of the 
Inhabirants of ‘borh Sexes. Of this he makes his 
Boaft, a§ of things glorious and deterving admirati- 
on. In conclufion, he chofe ro abandon the Electo- 
rate of Cologne and the Principality of Liege, give 
the French Poffeffion of Bonne his Place of Refi- 
dence, pur himfelf.with his Retinue into their Power, 
and under a Guard of that Nation retire into the 
Country of the declar'd Enemies of the Empire, 
where he aCtually continues, rather than return to 
his Duty. Not to fpeak of many bloody Defigns, 
contriv’d by him or wih his Knowledge,. before 
and fince thar Time, againft Eeclefiaftical Princes 
and Perfons; nor of other Crimes whic he ‘bas 
committed of ¢aus'd to be commirred. So: that no- 
thing remains, but that in Confequence of the for-

forfeited all the Prerogatives, Frarichifes, Rights, 
Royalties, Honours, Dignides, Titles, Fees, Pro- 
prietics, Parronages, Lands, Goods, Vaffals, and Sub-: 
jects; which he had and held of us and the-Empire, 
whatfoever they be, withorit Exception. We forbid: 
all and every the Vaffals of the Empire,of what Eftare 
or Condition foever they be, to have any Communi- 
cation with him the faid Fofeph Clement, formerly E- 
le&tor of Cologne, Prince of the Empire, Ratisbon, 
Liege, and Bergtefgade, or (as. he ftiles himfelf) of 
Hildefheim, Duke of Bavaria, and Count Palatine 
of the Rhine, on any Pretence whatever, to receive 
him into their Houfes, to give him Lodging or Har- 
bour, to give him Meat’ or Drink, to furnith him 
with any Manner of ‘thing, to afford him any Help: 
or Affiftance, to convey any thing to him, or to re- 
etive any thing from him into their Keeping or Pro- 
te&ion. Wealfo command ail chofe that have been 
his Vaffals, Subjects, Officers, Inhebiranrs, or Depen-t 
dants, Ecclefiaftical or Secular! ro’ have no further: 
Regard for him, nor to receive from him or any 
Perfon whatever on his Part; any Order, much lefs 
‘bey it, but to receive and obey our Commands or. 
thofe of fuch Perfons as we have already: or thalf 
bereafrer anchorize, as Occafion 
ticularly we recall. by thele owr Avoearoria; all 
and eVery rhe Officers and Soldiers tha’ Gilt adhere! 
fim, enjovning’ thém immediately 'to relinquity 


him and other our Eneties,and come ovetto 

not to engage or be employ’d in the ‘Defence of hs 
Perfon or Faction, nor to attempt any thing againg 
us, the’ Empire, its loyal States, or agaftift the V4 
als Territories of the: Empire, bus on the con- 
trary tq act againft him and his / Abettors, io fall Up- 
on him and his, and do him all the Hurt and Da. 
mage they poilibly can, thereby to obtain our Grace 
and We difcharge all thofe wiro-are under 
any manner of Engagement or Obligation to bim, 
or may look upon themfelves to be engag'd or o- 
blig’d_ to him, from all Faith and Homage, Oath 
of Allegiance, Dury, Obedience, Engagement or Al. 
liance, of what Nature of Denomination inever, as 
null and void from the Time of bis Feiony and 
Treafon, and they are declar’d to be fo by thefe 
Prefents, and neicher can nor ought any longer to be 
binding. We ordain, that all and every our Vaffils 
and thofe of the Empire, who have iu like Manner 
actually incurr’d the {aid Ban, Ecclefiattical Depri- 
vation, and othtr Penalties mention’d jn the Confti: 
tutions of the Empire, or thofe we have here ex- 
prefs'd, fhall from henceforward be repured and 
deem’d fo to have done; as fhall likewife all others 
who fhallin any Manner oppofe, or refufe to exe: 


cate thefe our Prefent Declarations, Manifeftarions,, 


Publications, Di(charges, Admonitions, Comitusnds, 
Orders, and Prohibitions. Finally, we cals, acnull, 
and. revoke, all and every the Favours, Privileges, 
Franchilés, Cuftoms, and Ufages, formerly given, 
granted, or confirm’d, by Us, our Predeceffors in 


the Empire, or others, that are in any Manner con-, 


trary to thefe Prefents, 2nd that may be alledg’d a 
gainft them, in whatever Terms or Sence thev may 
be conceiv’l and referv’d: Ic being our exprefs Will, 
that'no Perfon of what Eftace, Quality, or Condition 
foever, fhall make Exceptions to any of our prefent 
Ordinances, or oppefe or contradict chem in any 
wife. The whole by the Imperial Roman Autho- 
rity, in Virtue of thefe Letters Patents, to which e- 
very one is to conform. himfelf, at his Peril. Given
